Realizing that it is likely that some lasting memorial of the 
facts upon which this organization is based will be of value histori- 
cally, to the American citizens of Hebrew faith or descent; and that the 
uncertainty of human life should admonish the surviving Hebrew Union 
Veterans, that age has overtaken the youngest of us, until we are 
to the last man, rapidly approaching the time when we must be mustered 
out of the ranks of the living, and take our place with our father's: 
and let our lives, like theirs, make up its page in the immortal 
Story of the Race.
